Harrisburg.—The school districts of 


Pennsylvania will spenG approximate- 
ly $400,000,000. in the 
1925-27 bien- 


nium for the 1,800,000 students en- 
rolled in the public schools Dr. Fran- 
cis B. Haas, superintendent of public 
instruction, declared in a report for 
the tv.o year period ending May 31, 
last, made public recently. 
Of this 


amount SG5,190,109 will be contributed 
, 


by the state and 
81,900,459 
by the ' 


Federal government. 
' 


The report points out that 87.S cents 


of each dollar contributed by the state 
and Federal governments goes di- 
rectly to the local school districts: 8.7 
cents to state-aided universities and 
colleges; 2.1 cents to other educational 
agencies such as boards and commis- 
sions and 1.4 cents to supervision, of 
this expenditure. 


The report 
disclosed 
that 
each 


pupil attended school five more days 
in the 1924-25 year than in 1922-23, 
that 
the 
sessions 
of 
unexcused 


absences per 
pupil decreased 
from 


two to one, that the sessions of ex- 
cused absences from 28 to 
26 and 


that the percentage of attendance in- 
creased from 09.4 to 92.1. 


Dr. Haas asserted that Pennsyl- 


vania teachers now are better pre- 
pared for their work than at any 
previous time in the history of the 
schools. He said that while in 1921- 
22, G,70S of a total of 48,000 teachers 
had received no special training for 
their specific positions, m 1924-25 only
